PURE PRODUCT OF ANARCHY 


NONE OF THE SIGNS OF DEGEN- 


ERACY FOUND. 


Buffalo, N. Yv Nov« 2.—Drs. Fow- 
er, Crego and Putnam, the specialists 
who were requested by District At- 
torney Penney to examine into the 
mental condition of Leon F. Czolgosz, 
;he assassin of the president, havo 
made public their report, in which 
they state as the result of frequent 
examinations of Caolgosz, of the rep- 
resentatives of his watchers, and of 
his behavior in court, that they have 
"concluded that he was sane at the 
time he planned the murder, when he 
shot the president and when he was 
on trial." 


His first examination was but a 


few hours after the commission of 
the $rime and while ho was still un- 
informed of the fate of the victim. 
During tho first three examinations, 
Czolgosz answered questions unhesi- 
tatingly. 
After that, however, he 


became m-ore cautious and less com- 
municative. 
He had a common 


school education, the reports say, and 
read and wrote well. 
During the 


first days he said he planned, the 
killing of the president thrae or four 
days after he came to Buffalo. 
The 


report then recites, in Czolgosz's own 
words, the assassin's story of the 
murder of President McKinley. Tho 
sanity of Czolgoss was held, tire re- 
port says, .from tho history of hia 
life as it came from him. 
He had 


been sober, industrious and law-abid- 
ing; till he was twenty-one years of 
age, ho was, as others of his class, a 
believer in the government of this 
country and of the religion of his 
fathers. 
After he cast his firs* vote 


he made the 
acquaintance of an- 


archistic leaders, who invited him to 
their meetings. 
He was a good 


short time he 


adopted |&eir theories. 
He was con- 


sistent in his adherence to anarchy* 
He did not believe in government, 
therefore he refused to vote. He did 
not believe in marrige, because he 
did not believe in law. 
He killed 


the president because he was a ruler, 
and Czolgosz believed 
as he was 


taught that all rulers were tyrants; 
that to kill a ruler would benefit the 
people. 
He refused' a lawyer be- 


cause he did not believe in law, law- 
yers or «ccurts, 


"We come to the conclusion that in 


the holding of these views Czolgosz 
wad sane, because these opinions 
were formed gradually under the in- 
fluence of anarchistic leaders and 
propagandists. 
In Czolgosz they 


as follows:

CELEBRATE REFORMATION. 


GIVE THANKS UNTOJHE LORD, 


Washington, Nov. 2.—President Roosevelt today issued his proclama- 


ion fixing Thursday, Nov. 28, as a day of national thanksgiving. It fol- 
lows: 


A PROCLAMATION. 
"The season is nigh when, according to the time-hallowed custom of 


our people, the president appoints a day as the especial occasion for 
praise and thanksgiving to God. 


"This Thanksgiving finds the people still bowed with sorrow for the 


death of a great and good president. We mourn President HcKinley be- 
cause we so loved and honored him; and the manner of his death should 
awaken in the breasts of ouv people a keen anxiety for the country, and at 
the same time a resolute purpose not to be driven by any calamity from 
the path'of strong, orderly, popular liberty which as a nation we have 
thus far safely trod. 


"Yet iu spite of this great disaster, it is nevertheless true that no peo- 


ple on earth have such abundant cause for thanksgiving as we have. 
The past year iu particular has been one of peace and plenty. 
We have 


prospered in things material and foave been able to work for our own Up- 
lifting in things intellectual and spiritual. 
Let us remember that, as 


much has been given us, much will be expected from us; and that true 


one who had the courage of his con- 
victions, regardless of personal con- 
sequences. 
The most careful ques-

had received no special command; ne 
did not believe he had been especial- 
ly chosen to do the deed. 
He always

Examined bone and its 
surroundings to discover if possible 
whether it had occurred before or 
after death. 


Dr. Rosen thai said there was very 


little evidence of decomposition* but 
a marked discoloration of the face. 
One recognized indication of death by 
drowning is discoloration of head and 
face first; in cases of death from other 
causes discoloration usually begins 
at the abdomen.

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IGNORANCE OF GAME LAW 


' NEW STATUTES NOT GENER- 


ALLY UNDERSTOOD. 


Permits and Other Textures Fully 


Explained—Penalties foi Vio- 


lations Heavy. 


Reports from various sources indi- 


cate that tl:e game and li^li i.v.vs 
are violated largely through igno- 
rance of changes in the statutes, A 
well known Indianapolis man w/>o 
recently retumeJ from the IAKCS in 
northern Indiana gave this mtci- 
view to the Indianapolis Journal: 


<*I saw n scoie of nx«i and boys 


shooting ducks on u lake, and oni> 
three had permits. Some of the of- 
fenders did ;iot know a permit was 
necessary, av.d 
othexp 
&aid 
they 


didn't crua. 
One faimer uho was 


shooting: on his own land said 3 
could do as he pleased en his own 
property—that any 
gam<i waru«n 


who came on his place to inquire if 
he had a permit would ba tieated ns 
n tiTCSpasssr. Saning is still prac- 
ticed, as is the selling of bass anc 
other game nsli. 
The law forbids 


any ftsfosrmaii to s?ll his catch, yet 
it is not uncommon to see an un* 
lucky city fisherman buy from a 
more 
fortunate 
countryman, 


heard of a casa in the city a few 
days ago, v/jiere a. man who should 
know tlie law thwoughly, tempteC a 
couple of mm to violate the statutes 
by offering a fancy pnce for a string 
of bass. The game and fish law vio- 
lator is liable to be mulcted heavily 
if convicted. 
Besides the fine and 


possible imprisonment, the law says 
$20 must be added to the costs in 
ea«ch case. 
This mousy goes into 


the game protection fund/* 


The permit feature does not seem 


to be generally understood, yet it is 
one of the most important sections 
of the law, for it is aimed at pi event- 
ing the shooting of quails while the 
birds are too young to fly well, and 
before the open season begins. 
The 


permit, which costs residents of the 
state nothing, and also is issued free 
to nou-residents who have paid a 
general hunting license fee of $25. is 
supposed to he granted to only reput- 
able persons—those who will not kill 
quail before the 10th of November, 
The permit is one form of legistferin 
hunters. 
All who obtain it aie sup- 


posed to be law-abiding; all who hunt 
without a permit between October 1 


"""and November 10 are lawbreakers 


according to the statutes, and may 
be fined fiom $5 to $25. 
Hunting 


in Indiana is absolutely prohibited 
for forty days, except to those who 
.take out the permit. 
Any person 


hunting in the woods, fields or on the 
waters, with a shotgun, between Oc- 
tober 1 and November 10, who can- 
not show a permit may be a: rested 
and fined. Game wardens are given 
this authority in Section 11 of the 
game law* 
There me other features 


of the law which may be summarized 
briefly. 


It is unlawful to kill 01 have i' 


possession any quail, ruffed grouse 
prairie chicken, or pinnated grouse, 
at any time except between Novem- 
ber 10 and January I. 
The penalty 


for each biid killed out of season is 
$10. 
Ten days m jail may be added 


Persons who sell twenty or offer for 
sale quail at any time are subject 
to the same penalty, as also is the 
person who kills more than twenty- 
four quails in any one day. 
If n 


nan shoots thirty-four quail in one 
day he is liable to an aggregate fine 
of $100, besides imprisonment. 
If 


any person sells or offers to sell twen- 
ty quails he may be fined $200 in all. 
with a jail sentence added. 
The 


same penalty would apply to a man 
having twenty quails in his posses- 
sion out of season—$10 for each biid. 
$200 for twenty. 
Biilways cannot 


carry quail, grouse, prairie chickens 
or woodcock out of the state under 
penalty of $10 for each bird carried. 
The law makes one exception, how- 
ever. 
A non-resident hunter may 


take from the state twenty-four birds 
of all kinds killed by himself. 


The shooting of wild deer, turkeys. 


or pheasants, of any species, at any 
time is forbidden, the penalty being 
$50 to $200 fine and thirty clays in 
jail for each offense. 
Common car- 


riers which take deer, tuikeys or 
pheasants out of the state may be 
fined $50 to S100 for each deer or 
bird cariied. 


The close season for squirrels is 


from January 1 to June 1, and the 
penalty for killing out of season is 
$10 fine nnd ten days in jail. 


Wild ducks, geese, brant and other 


water fowl are protected from April 
15 to September 1. Hunting at night 
is forbidden. 
The use of naphtha, 


electric or steam launches in pur- 
suing wild fowl is unlawful. 
No 


person may kill more than twenty- 
four ducks in one day. 
The penalty 


for violating any of these provisions 
is $10 fine for each fowl arid ten days' 
imprisonment. 


Hunters- -who enter inclosed land 


without the written consent of the

t can soldiers during the insurrection, 
.says a letter from the Philippines. 
Their reputations as builders of for- 
tifications -will live in history. 
On 


the summits of saveral psaks in the 


back of Cebu in 1899 they 


had eigbtcsn f-rts. 
riflo pits and 


V • trenches. 
The walls of the forts 


;- had frames of cceoamit logs, filled in 
,f with earth and rock, nnd were from 
" . four to six feet in thickness. 
They 


-were all well located en the summits 


\'of high peaks, from -which anyone 
. could be seen approaching for a mile 


and a. half in any direction. 
Ten 


American soldiers in any of those 
forts could have hold 300 men at 


, bay, and yet when attacked by Amer- 


icans they held their ground all that 
dny and Heel that night, 


. , At Gin Jcqiioin, 2tfegros. they had 


n fort the v/alls of which had log 


. frames filled in with earth* and wore 
' four feet thick and five feet high. 
'. About one foot from, the top, at in- 


tervals cf five fcst, were port holes. 


- The Americans were withia fifty 


yards of the plr.ce before they wore 
discovered. 
After firiur n icw shots 


the Filipinos fled, as usual, going out 


tering a town and- shortly after be 
met by a delegation from the town 
bearing a white flag, having1 a brass 
band. 


A party of Filipinos would be seen 


on a little hilltop with a white flag, 
and a few minutes later a volley of 
bullets would come from the place. 
Traps would bo fixed on mountain 
trails along which Americans would 
march. 
They would bo of wood con- 


cealed in the grass alongside of the 
trail, with a bamboo dart. A string 
of bejuca would be stretched across 
the trail in such a n*inner that any- 
one striking his foot against it would 
release the dart and it would pene- 
trate his body. 
The dart was ar- 


ranged so that it would strike an 
averaged-steed man. iu the lower part 
of the body. 


Where they fortified mountain tops 


nnd the siu^s were steep, recks were 
always fastened by ropes of bejuca 
around the brink of the mountain 
so that when the Americans would 
Attempt to ascend the mountain, the 
herses on top would cut th* ropes 
or bejuca and the rocks go thunder- 
irg down the mountain sides, crush- 
ing into shapeless 'masses everything 
In their way or striking on other 
•ocks to ba shivered to pieces, which 
v/ould scatter in all directions. 


A FRUIT THAT STINGS. 


A tree grows here called by the na- 


tives uecogitpoge.v 
It closely re- 


tsnibles the bsrec. from the leaves

(bayoues) and mattings (petite). The 
cco-itpogs beais fruit which grows 
in clusters about as large as a bunch 
of bananas, but en eh fruit Is about 
rs large ns ?.

•On Panay, just across the Solog 


river from J.iro, about three miles 
from Iloilo. where they were strongly 
entrenched and reported to have all 
manner cf traps and pitfalls for the 
Americans, the place was taken after 
a few minutes of fighting. The for- 
.tlflcations were found to consist of 
three barricades across the main road, 
with spaces of about 3CO yards be- 
.tween. them. 
The pitfalls and traps 


existed only iu the minds of the 
originators of the stoiy. 


INGENIOUS. 


Antique the 
fortifications 


were marvels of ingenuity 'and must 
have takes 
months 
to construct. 


They covered an era of cne and one- 
half miles wide by tv/o miles long. 
extending from the seashore Jback to 
the foothills, and 'were nearly all on 
I'hc level. 
They consisted of a bar- 


across the main road six feet 


liigh nnd about thirty feet long1. 
A 


trcp ten feet deep vno in the read a 
short distance in front of the barri- 
cade. Sharpened bamboo sticks were 
placed upright iu the bottom of it 
and the top was covered with a bam- 
boo netting, with about two inches 
of earth on top, arranged so that any- 
one stepping on it would fall through 
and be impaled en the bamboo sticks 
beloiv. 


The entire place was a network of 


trenches extending in every direc- 
tion. 
Tv/o 
trenches ran 


parallel with the road, one cu either 


The Ameiicans took the place after 


about twenty minutes' fighting. Two 
small prunboats did nearly all the 
work with their automatic rapid-fire 
guns. 
They literally pepered the 


trenches, while the infantry advanced 
on the trenches from the front. The 
brave defenders paid but little atten- 
tion to the advancing soldiers, but 
directed their fira at the gunboats 
until they decided to move to a more 
congenial climate. 
They did SD with 


n. rush, leaving 105 of their number 
dead on the field. 
The Filipinos' 


anodes of deception were many and 
varied. 
At many places the Ameri- 


cans would be fired on just before en- 


more intense. 
The stinging is al- 


layed by washing the -part in water. 
The insurgents wculd oft times take 
this fruit and hang it up in front of 
houses which Americans would pass, 
thinking that the latter might be 
hungry and wish to try it as an ar- 
ticle of food. 
While the Americans 


would be passing through towns the 
people would give them cigars, cigar- 
ettes, sugar, water, cccoanuts, and 
often stalks of sugar cane to chew 
en, nnd they would hirdly get out of 
the town until they would be fired 
on from some seclude;! place GOO or 
GOO yards away. 
When Americans 


would take station in a place the 
people would often come nnd tell 
the-Tii that they (the Filipinos) were 
thankful for the timely arrival of 
the Americans, for the insurgents 
would seen have taken all they had 
or have killed them, while at the. 
same time the 
majority of them 


would have relatives in the insurgent 
ranks. 


But what c£ the Filipinos as sol- 


diers? 
Well, one whits man, if ho 


has nerve, is worth fifteen Filipinos 
when conditions are equal and they 
are commanded by a Filipino, but if 
commanded by a whit* man I have 
no clrjbt of their bravery and stay- 
ing qualities. 
As a rule, they arc 


very poor marksmen, but on Ccbu 
hill they had the exact range on 
every ridge nnd could .put the bullets 
almost where they wanted them. 


When surprised it takes them five 


times as long to recover as it does 
white men. 
An enemy that would 


ambush a body of Filipinos could 
have them nearly all killed or dis- 
abled before they could rally. 
They 


are not nearly ns ensily demoralized 
as white men. and do not recover 
nearly as quick. 


In our ne::t v/ar the Filipino con- 


tingent will no doubt have a chance 
ts show to the r/orld that when prop- 
c:ly officered and trained it can fight, 
and fight bravely, without running, 
and that native troops will bo of 


service to the United States if 


they are needed in China or else- 
where in the east in the near future.

KIGHTLY THRUST. 


Tho probability is that Job had 


beer, t&mpted to arrogance by his 
vast attainments. 
He was a metal- 


lurgist, a zoologist, a poet, and shows 
by his writings he had knowledge of 
hunting, of music, of husbandry, of 
medicine,, of mining, of astronomy, 
and perhaps rwas so far ahead of the 
scholars and scientists of his time 
that ha may 
have been somewhat 


puffed up. 
Hence this interroga- 


tion of my text. 
And there is noth- 


ing that so soon takes down human 
pride as an interrogation point right- 
ly thrust. 
Christ used it mightily. 


Paul mounted the parapet of his 
great arguments with such a battery. 
Men of the -world understand it 
Demosthenes began his speech on the 


., and Cicero his oration against 


Catiline, and Lord Chatham his most 
famous orations with a question. The 
empire of ignorance is so much vaster 
than the empire of knowledge that 
after the most learned and elaborate 
disquisition upon any subject of so- 
ciology or theology the plainest man 
may -ask a question'that will make 
the wisest speechless. After the pro- 
foundest assault upon Christianity 
the humblest disciple may make an 
inquiry that would silence a Vol- 
taire. 


Called upon, as we all are at times, 


to defend our holy religion, instead 
of argument that can always.be an- 
swered by argument, let us try the 
(power of interrogation. 
We ought 


to be loaded -with at least half a doz- 
en questions and always ready, and 
when Christianity is assailed and we 
are told there is nothing in it, and 
there is no God; and there never was 
a miracle, and that the Scriptures are

acidities of life, upon the irritations 
of life, upon tho disappointments of 
life. 
Ammianus Harcellinus said 


that Chaldea was in olden times over- 
run with lions, but many of them lost 
their power because the great swamps 
produced many gnats, that would get 
into the eyes of the lions, and the 
lions, to free themselves of the gnats 
would claw their own eyes out, and 
then starve. 
And in our time many 


a lion has been overcome by a gnat. 
The little, stinging annoyances of 
life keep us from appreciating the 
sweet influences. 
And how many of 


these Ifst there are! 
Sweet influ- 


ences cf home, however plain it may 
be'. 
That is the harbor into which 


v/c sail. 
That is the goal for which 


we run. • That is the place where we 
rest 
There abide all confidence and 


affections. 
There we lay out our 


plans. 
There we talk over our suc- 


cesses. 
There we unload our griefs. 


Its four walls shut out a prying and 
.nquisitive world. 
Thank God for 


the home in which we are born, the 
home in which we now live, the home 
n which we expect to die! 


Not 
sufficiently do we recognize 


the sv/cet influences of the TK-ife. V/e 
men are of a rougher mold, and our 
vcico is loud, and our manners need 
to be twined, and gentleness 19 not as 
much cf a character as it ought to 
be, and we often say things we ought 
to take back. 
It is to chnnge this 


that tho good wife comes in.

ntei'ests of the tarain are identical. 
That which from outsiders would be 
considered criticism, and to be re- 
sentful, becomes kindly suggestion.

turned to Detroit, and in 1814, while 
I was but a babe of three months, 
we came to Fort Wayne, making the 
trip down the river in a pirogue, a 
boat hewn from a large log-, aud pro- 
pelled by paddles. 
This boat was 


large enough to hold trunks, bedding, 
provisions and passengers. 


HAT) 
BURNED DOWN. 


When we arrived iu Port Wayne we 


found Ihat our 'house had beon do- 
etroyed by fire, together with our 
orchard, from which only two trees 
escaped destruction. 
The fire was 


supposed to have been the work of 
Indians. These two apple tress my 
brother, John Bourie, moved with 
the aid of oxen to his home.on Colum- 
bia street, years after, and one of the 
trees bore fruit as late as 1837. 


We lived in the fort until a new 


house was built. 
It was loaded on 


what is now East Columbia street, be- 
tween Clinton and Barr otreets. Our 
family consisted of father, mother, 
two brothers, two sisters and myself:. 
Brother John was the eldest and I 
tho youngest. John married Miss 
Anne Shane, of Detroit, L. T. Bourie 
and Miss r%?sdemouia Bourie, of this 
city, being their surviving children. 
My eldest sister, Nancy, became the 
wife of John. P. Hedges, formerly of 
Kentucky, and well known by the 
older residents of the city. My sis- 
ter, Harriet, married Col. George W. 
Swing. Brother David married Miss 
Theresa Driver, also of this city. 


After my father's death brother 


John built a house opposite our home 
and mother and 1 went to live with 
him. T was but a small child at this 
time. 
Strange to say, each of my 


sisters and myself, after our mar- 
riages, lived in the self-same place 
where my father's house hnd been 
destroyed years before. 


SCHOOL IN THE FORT. 


I first wont to school in the fort 


about the year 1822, my teacher 
being a Baptist missionary named 
McCoy. I next attended school in the 
council house.

HUSBAND A LAWYER. 


As I grew older I was sent to De- 


:roit to school, and upon my return 
iome I met my husband—Lucien P. 
Ferry, a rising young lawyer, for- 
merly of Monroe, Mich. In August, 
1831, we were married. 


I cooked my first meal in a fire- 


place ten feet long, as in those days 
cook stoves were an unknown lux- 
ury in this part 
of the 
country. 


There was no way of bringing them 


ore. 
In 1S3G my husband bought 


me the first cook stove ever brought 
to Fort Wayne. A family traveling 
through by wagon stopped in Mr. 
Ferry's office and offered to sell the 
stove. 
It proved a great curiosity 


and people came from miles around 
to see the "saddlebags," 
as they 


termed it. This name was given be- 
cause of the manner in which it was 
built, having a hole on each side and 
Jin oven underneath. 


The only means of travel was on 


horseback or by water, but while we 
lived in a primitive way, we did not 
dress in primitive style. 


•Life was very gay, as the garrison 


was filled "with officers 
and their 


wives from eastern cities, aud many 
parties were given which were equal 
in elegance to the social affairs of 
today. 
After the officers left other 


people en me in to take their places. 


The ladies' dresses were rich bro- 


caded silks, s.itins and canton crepes, 
cut decollete and 
sleeveless. 
Men 


wore the dress suit of today, with 
the exception of satin vests, ruffled 
shirts of linen, cambric, find slHt or 
satin stock. 
For general use the 


satin vest was worn, but for travel- 
ing black broadcloth took its. place. 


Provisioas were brought 
in cov- 


ered wagons from Piqua. 


PLENTY OF FRUIT, 


The Indians loved wildj fruits and 


in this region, on the present site 
tho Pittsburg depot, 'there was 
abundance 
of 
strawberries, wil 


plums and other fruits. The India 
were accustomed to cherish the bi 
lief that for them the Great Spir 
had especially caused these fruits 1 
corao forth find ripen each,

Every species of food, from the roots 
vegetables and fruits to tha animal 
themselves, were alike considered fi 
imbued with the same peculiar prir 
ciple in which the Great Spirit ha 
infused some special element of ea 
cellehce intended to impart to the re 
man both health and strength. 


Here more especially the black 


berry was most abundant, and fron 
thU fact the point was long known t 
the Indians as "Ke-ki-onga," signi 
fying- "blackberry patch."

B. LaSalle says Ke-ki-onga pass 
among the Miamis as a symbol

but whether this nai 


was given on account of the spot be 
ng covered with the blackberry o 
meant to represent it as the mos 
ancient village of their race in thi:

Permits nnd Other Features Fuily 


Explained—Penalties for Vio- 


lations Heavy.

All who obtain it are sup- 


posed to be law-abiding; all who hunt 
•without a permit between October 1 


""and November 10 are lawbreakers, 


according to the statutes, nn.-l may 
be fined from $5 to $25. 
Hunting 


in Indiana is absolutely prohibited 
for forty days, except to those who 
-take out the permit. 
Any person 


hunting- in the woods, fields or on the 
waters, with a shotgun, between Oc- 
tober 1 and November 10, who can- 
not show a permit may be arrested 
and fined. Game wardens are given 
this authority in Section 11 of the 
game lirtr. 
There nre other features 


of tlie law which may be summarized 
briefly. 


It is unlawful to kill or have in 


possession any quail, mffetl gTnnse. 
prairie chicken, or pinnated grouse, 
at any time except between Novem- 
ber 10 and January 1. 
The penalty 


for each bird killed out of season is 
$10. 
Ten days in jail may be ndd«d. 


Persons who sell twenty or offer for 
sale quail at any time are subject 
tn the same penalty, as also is the 
person who hills more than twenty- 
four quails in any one Any. 
If a 


nan shoots thirty-four quail in one 
day he is liable to an aggregate fine 
of $100, besides imprisonment. 
If 


any person sells or offers to sell twen- 
ty quails he may be fined 8200 in all. 
with a jail sentence added. 
The 


same penalty would apply to a man 
having twenty quails in his posses- 
sion out of season—$10 for each bird, 
$200 for twenty. 
Railways cannot 


carry quail, grouse, prairie chickens 
or woodcock out of the state under 
penalty of S10 for each bird carried. 
The law makes one exception, how- 
ever. 
A non-resident hunter may 


take from the state twenty-four birds 
of all kinds killed by himself. 


The shooting of wild deer, tu-keys. 


or pheasants, of any species, at any 
time is forbidden, the penalty bsi:i<j 
S50 to $£GO fine and thirty days in 
jail for ench offense. 
Common car- 


riers which take deer, turkeys 
pheasants out of the state may be 
fined $50 to S100 for ench deer-oi 
bird carried. 


The close season for squirrels i? 


from January 1 to June 1, and the 
penalty for killing out of season is 
$10 fine and ten days in jail. 


Wild ducks, geese, brant and other 


water fowl are protected from April 
15 to September 1. Hunting nt night 
is forbidden. 
Tlie use of naphtha, 


electric or steam launches in pur- 
suing wild fowl is unlawful. 
No 


person may kill more than twenty- 
four ducks iu one day. 
The penalty 


jail is the penalty for ench wild dove 
shot between January 1 and August 
10. 


The law strikes n blow at persons 


who wore in the habit of trainin; 
their setters and- pointers before the 
opening of the quail season. 
It for 


merly was the practice to take clogs 
into the field during the close season 
for the purpose of "breaking;" them 
on buds. 
Oftentimes when a covey 


arose the temptation was so great 
the man with the gun biased away 
r,t the quail, and if he dropped ono 
he put it in his pocket and said noth- 
ing1. 
The new law provides a fine of 


$5 to $50 and ten days in jail for the 
person who hunts with dog and shot- 
gun tiny and all kinds of game be- 
tivecn October 1 and November 10, 
unless he be provided with the per- 
mit allowed in Section 11 as before 
mentioned.

trenches. 
The walls of the forts 


had frames of cceoanut logs, fillsd in 
•with earth nit A rock, nnd were from 
four to six feet in thickness.

were all well located en the summits 
'of high peaks, from which anyone 
could be saen approaching for a mile 
and a. half in any direction.

Amfrricin soldiers in any of those 
forts ccald. have hold 300 men at 
bey, niid yet when attacked by A-mer- 
i"?r3 they held their ground all that 
toy and ficcl that night.

the whole biography of a Pharaoh

time Bf Josoph and the patriarchs. 
But TvSirt about -the death of Joseph? 
7£e needed iro million-dollar monu- 
ment, like those 
of oriental mon- 


arch?. Thp cpita.ph over Josiph was 
not v/riAiii in fulsome phraseology 
aiid a flood of hig-h-rouncHng aujec- 
Vtvcs. But tho fo-llovring we c«n see 
to be facts: 


1. He died at a good old -age. Not 


th-nt his years outnumbered 'his less 
v/ortty smcsstors. Btcdr, net year.i, 
mo.isure a m.iii's life rtisinbly. Some 
of JcEeph's ancestors

2. He died in the snme simplicity 


as he had always lived. 
None ever 


had greater temptation to do the op- 
posite of what he actually did than 
tills prime minister of 
Pharaoh's 


court. 
We sometimes hear our po- 


litical office--seekers •claiming they 
have no enemies to punish and no 
friends to reward. 
But if -we do not 


speak out our reply we at least think 
to say: 
"Better tell that to the ma- 


rines." 
Few indeed are the success- 


ful aspirants for public stations who 
do not have pledges out to fulfill and 
offenses for which to visit retalia- 
tion. 
But not so with Joseph. Tlie 


murderous 
mistreatment 
by 
his 


.brethren he had not only forgiven, 
but so fully forgiven that when they 
began to tremble, after the death of 
Jacob, their father, lest Joseph would 
then (lesson v. 15) visit well-merited 
vengeance (lesson v., 17), "Joseph 
wept when they spake to him." 


And just bere we have a charac- 


teristic fact illustrative of man's re- 
lations to our offended God. 
It is 


of all tilings hardest to convince the 
conscience-smitten sinner that God 
will not sooner or later vis-it reribu- 
tion. 
This accounts for the systems 


of physical torture which 'have been 
nnd still do exist in the practices of 
penitents. 
And while for a time the 


bad past may be forgotten, first thing 
the sinner knows some event (as the 
death of Jacob here) rouses recollec- 
tion, and the fear of retribution starts 
up again. 
So it did with those 


would-be murdering brothers. 
But 


Jooopli made haste to assure them 
that the past was past forever. 
He 


had no account against them. "Their 
sins and thoir iniquities will I re- 
member no more," saitli our God. 
This beiujf the state of Joseph's mind 
ns the end drew niffli, he wns ready 
to die in the simplicity that 'had 
marked his matchlessly useful ca- 
reer. 
EC asked for -no monument 


built by human "hands. Effis imperial 
influence might have justified Ms re- 
quest for some royal recognition of 
him at the burial. 
But we are not 


informed that more than three-words 
(lesson v. 2li) advertised to tlw world 
his departure: 
"So Joseph died." 


DEEDS 1-TOT CUIT1CISED. 


3. Joseph died'at the clopa of a 


public oflicinl career of great length, 
without a word of criticism. 
About 


eighty years he was hi the eyes of 
Egypt next to tin* king. 
He was ac- 


countable to no .:n;m. 
There were no 


audits of his treasury books. 
If 


ever mnu had n golrlen opportunity 
ta rake in great fortuuo it was Jo- 
seph, the son of Jacob. 
And as we 


can but recall the skill of Jacob in 
working situations to enrich, 
his 


credits, it is the -more remarkable 
that, his son, there in. Egypt, with no 
superior to keep c.ye on things, d'id 
not through sheer inherited taste and 
tendency amass immensely.

vanced age?

too. 
For if mankind is what it is 


as an end of an evolutionary process, 
how comes it thnt we have no Joseph 
at this late day? 
Instead of one Jo- 


seph, as there was in Egypt, evolu- 
tion ought by this time have had a 
Joseph evolved in 
every hamlet, 


town and city. 
As it is, if you 


should go searching for just one it 
would be as the old stoic of Greece 
whc walked the streets of Athens at 
midday carrying a lighted lantern. 
He said he was searching for one 
honest man.
